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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant relies on the proposed amendment wherein for the compounds of formula lllc, the substituent at the 
5-position of the pyrimidine ring - Rx is defined to be hydrogen. Therefore, according to the proposed amendment, the pyrimidine ring is 
unsubstituted at the 5-position. This amendment in itself is not deemed sufficient to overcome the art rejections. According to the instant 
claim, the pyrimidine ring 6-position substituent Ry can be a C1-6 aliphatic group which includes, for example, a methyl group. The 
reference of record, WO 01/60816 discloses a compound wherein the pyrimidine ring is unsubstituted at the 5- and 6-positions. The 
skilled artisan in possession of the reference compound, would have immediately recognized that a ring hydrogen could be replaced with 
another substituent, for example, a lower alkyl such as a methyl (CH3) substituent, without loss of the pharmaceutical activity. Applicant's 
citation of In re Wagner, 152 USPQ 552 (CCPA 1967) is fully considered, however, in that case a verified showing was provided to 
establish the superiority of the claimed compounds that differed by a methyl group from the reference compounds. There is no such 
evidence provided in this case and it is maintained that the proposed amendment is not seen to overcome the art rejections of record. 
If entered, the amendment canceling claim 11 would render the rejection under 35 (JSC 112, first paragraph moot. 
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
